An  Act  to  Establish  Zilla  Parishads  in  the  State  of  Orissa 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  Zilla  Parishads  in 
the  State  of  Orissa  and  for: matter  connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  appearing  ; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  Stale  of  Orissa  in  the  Forty- 
second  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: —
